I have a bunch of letters from advertisers asking 
me to criticise their advertisements; to tell them 
wherein the copy is bad or good. , 

It is nearly all bad; but most bad advertise¬ 
ments pay. The better the copy, as a general rule, 
the better the results. Good copy for one class of 
trade might be very poor copy for another. But there 
are a few broad general principles which are always 
true. 

Your advertisement should be attractive enough 
to catch the eye. Size doesn't do this. A two inch 
single column card may be made to attract more 
notice than an announcement as big as a sheet of note 
paper. If your advertisement isn't seen it isn't read, 
and if it isn't read no matter if it has ten million 
circulation it isn't worth a postage stamp. You are 
not investing in circulation but in readers of adver¬ 
tisements. 

The next point is to make your advertisement 
readable. As a rule the^ most readable copy is printed 
in fairly large book type; one kind of type with a 
display heading or two and the reading matter divided 
inito easy paragraphs. Most advertisers think that by 
crowding the space to its utmost they are getting 
bigger value for their money. Within reasonable 
limits the very opposite is true. Ten words read are 
Ni^rth more than ten thousand words looked at. 

If I were advertising a retail shop and I found 
that my advertising appropriation would allow me to 
take a two inch card daily in four newspapers I should 
multiply the two by 'four and take an eight inch card 
in one newspaper. 

But th,e^ scret of copy is personality; red hot 
hustling liffe. Like breeds like. If your shop is a 
hustling go-ahead concern and this spirit is reflected 
in y*our advertising, the contagion will soon spread. 
The first hundred customers are the hardest to get; 
the second hundred couae aoowt ualf the time; the 
third hundred are attracted by the crowd. 

The full page announcements of the department 
stores overshadow the small dealer; but there is 
opening up a great field in every big city for the at¬ 
tractive advertising of the smaller shop. This ad¬ 
vertising must be done in a new way; it must be 
pleasing, refined, convincing; it must appeal to the 
individual who loves quiet rather than noise; the very 
antithesis of the broadside bargain advertising so 
common in every newspaper.

clear mirror of the air Many weird 
tales are told of shipwrecked men;who 
have steered for the false peak lii the 
expectation of finding land and have 
' perished of hunger and thirst while 
j pu.Tsuiifg the phantom mountain. 

Soaietlmes the passengers nud crew 
of a vessel on the lookout for the f.ilso 
peak sec a oinch rarer and more beau¬ 
tiful miragoi that of a ship in the sky. 
It usually appe.afs about 10 o’clock in 
the mSwalug. a hoot ten degrees above 
the horisen and puder full sail, every 
delicate spar and tapering mast clearly 
visible against the bine ether and even 
the play of light and shadow in the 
bellying canvas plainlv discernible to 
; the naked eye. It geabrally remains In 
, sight half an hour or more before 
gracefully fading away. The oldest 
mariner can never rememlier having 
seen the mirage of a steuiuer in that 
latitiidoi but always that of a full rig- 
p‘d ship, and this kwvu'iar fact h;..s 
given birth to many romantic legends 
alxint the ship In the sky. all connee 
ing It in some way with the false peak. 

The vicinity of the Dardanelles Is 
the real home of mirages, and it is scl> 
doin that r.nj vessel sails along the 
Syrian coast without seeing one or 
mure. Oduly enough, the mirages of 
the Dardanelles aro always the reflec-' 
tions of objects that can be seen with 
' the naked eye and are invariably 'dis¬ 
torted In grotesque and fantastic cari¬ 
catures of tbi; thiugs' reflected, it is 
, Certainly startling to sec a steamer 
bearing down with her masts where 
her water line and slioi^d be and the 
I water line where the tops of the masts 
I and funnel ought to show, while her 
decks are In the right place, thus add¬ 
ing to her uncanny appearance, but 
^ this Is a frequent sight near the Dar¬ 
danelles. There Is one peculiar feature 
. of the mimgt>8 which hover near the 
false peirtv—the real olvjects of which 
( they are reflections are so far away 
that very often they are never sighted 
- until lung after the refle<-tion has van- 
j islM-d. and sometimes not at all.-»New 
i York Press. '•

Liet’a see how complete God hae 
united Zion and Jerusalem. Of Zion, 
this and that man wus bom in her: 
there are three births, one into the 
kingdom of nature, (see Job 14.1,) man 
that is bora of a woman, one into the 
kingdoms of grace, (see St. John 3.3). 
Except a man be b<irn again he cannot 
see the Kingdom of God (and one into 
the Kingdom of Glory, see Romans 
f.29, that he might be the first born 
among many brethren.) Inspiration has 
not only said that we are born in Zion 
but 'Jerusalem, which is the mother of 
ns aH, (see Gal 4 26). God. through the 
Lord Jesus Christ, has vouchsafed to 
ns a church in which we can serve, 
honor and glory. His name not only 
with the whole soul and body but with 
the organ as well. My good Brother is 
ready to say that looks very plausible.

How strange it is that in all of (^’s 
books that with a pure heart there has 
not been a hint, a suggestion, a reflec¬ 
tion or intimidation, much less a re¬ 
striction, either human or divine, on or 
against instrumental music in divine 
services or worship And I want to say 
more, neither Christ nor any of the 
Apostles either hinted, suggested or 
expressed an idea detrimental to the 
use of the harp. We will all admit the 
fact that vocal and instrumental music 
have walked together, heart to heart 
and hand to hand, almost from time 
immemorial. Then, if 1 am right, to 
sing, would it not infer and include the 
harp also? Will my Brother lay his 
finger on one‘scripture that rejects or 
Restricts the organ or harp in church 
worship. (}od. by a command, has 
placed the organ in the church; who 
dare take it.ouf? 

One is ready to say that is all very 
well, but this supper and song was for 
the new institution. Very well then, if 
you will have it so, let us say tnat 
Christ had become displeased with the 
melody of the viols and rejected it.

Allen and his auxiliaries, 
all duly armed, were soon m the vicini¬ 
ty where the strange animal had last j 
been seen. Every noise alarmed tlie. 
hunters, until Allen discovered the bo y 
of the animal lying close to the hig 1 
sycamore U>g upon which he had stood ! 
a fiew hours before and fired the shot 
which had pierced its heart. The ani¬ 
mal was nead. Allen had never seen 
anything like it and did not know what' 
it was, and concluaed it must be ‘the 1 
d«*vil,’ though in fact it was a big bear.

Dr. Cleaver says that for years this 
killing of the hear was referred to as 
the capture of “that devil,” and when 
he read the story of tHe skeleton in the 
Enterprise this old atorj- of the killing 
of the devil occurre<l to him and at once 
he put it down that this skeleton might 
be the skeleton of that old bear, which 
was shot seventy years ago by Joe- 
Allen, a rugged citizen of the pioneer 
type, who firmly believed at the time 
he had shot “the devil.” 

- To the question, “Do you believe this 
to be the skeleton of a bear. Doctor?” 
he said, “I never saw the skeleton of a 
bear in my life and I do not know 
whether it is or not.” 

The long straight ribs on the top of 
the backbone ia what puzzles all who 
have seen the skeleton.
